Albany, March 13.—Governor Whit- 


man's occupancy of a pivotal position 
in the prohibition light now being 
waged at the capital, assumed an ad- 
ded importance today.

they could not or 


would not reveal their source, that the 
Governor was about to communicate 
his position to the legislature In a spe- 
cial message.

WIND DESTROYS MANY 


AUSTRALIAN TOWNS 


Heavy Casualties Reported After 


Terrific Cyclone Sweeps 


Through Queensland 


Vancouver, E. C., March 13.—Several 


Queensland, Australian villages were 
destroyed by a cyclone Monday. Ac- 
cording to a cable received from Sid- 
ney, New South Wales, today by the 
Vancouver World. The casualties were 
reported heavy.

"A cyclone swept through

Queensland Monday, the greatest force

Former Senator Bennett declared 


that the theory of the direct primary 
that he who desired to be his party 
nominee must make himself known 
in order to get the nomination, had 
worked well in practice.

diers details of casualties at the front, 
the American Bed Gross has organized 
at national headquarters a bureau of 
communication, of which William K. 
Castle, Jr., formerly assistant ,dean of 
Harvard college and editor of the 
Harvard Graduates' Magazine, is di- 
rector. This bureau supplements in 
n personal nnd humanitarian way the 
reports of the statistical division of 
the war department which gives to rel- 
atives official notice when a soldier is 
reported Wiled, wounded or missing. 


The anxiety which naturally results 


from the official report to relatives 
that n soldier has been "wounded" or 
is "missing" will, -as far as possible, 
be dispelled by the bureau, which will 
advise in detail the nature and extent 
of the wound, and will gather evidence 
from comrades in arms and at the hos- 
pitals and rest camps regarding those 
reported "missing." . 


Any information of Interest or con- 


solation to relatives thus obtained will 
be transmitted to them through per- 
sonal letters, while messages from the 
wounded will be conveyed through this 
same agency. 


The Information on which the bu- 


reau will base Its reports Is gathered 
through n central office in Paris, under ; 
the direction of B. Gerry Chadwick ! 
of New York, aided by Rev. Robert i 
Davis of Buglewood, N. J., and thirty 
assistants stationed at the base hos- 
pitals and rest camps to which soldiers 
are generally returned following Im- 
portant engagements.

Tho other is a shifting of responsi- 


bility. Legislators in this case are no 
doubt in large measure influenced by 
considerations of what other individ- 
uals will say or how important inter- 
ests 'will view it.

popular vote they propose to lift the 
responsibility from their own shoul- 
ders. 


When s. man seeks a legislative of- 


fice, and obtains it, he takes upon 
himself certain 
responsibilities 
and 


undertakes to perform certain duties. 
What these duties may 
be 
cannot 


largely bo foretold; but when they 
front him the legislator is bound by 
his oath of office to face them cour- 
ageously and to act according to his 
convictions.

Will Visit Oneonta ana Delaware from 


Mnrch 23 to 31 to Interview Any 
Farmers Desiring Help—Arrange- 
ments Similar to Lust Summer. 
Frank A, Rexford of the Erasmus 


High school of Brooklyn and a grad- 
uate of tho Onyonta State Xormal 
school has been placed in charge of 
the organization and supervision of 
somu 2,000 High school boys of Great- 
er Nc'.v York, who will be recruited 
for Vv'or'ix on the farms of New York 
state. The New York State Food com- 
mission recently set aside the sum of 
$DO,000 to be expended in the procure- 
ment, transportation and organization 
of boys to bo utilized in "farm work 
ot the state. One-half of that sum has 
been set aside for uso by the board of 
education of the city of New York and 
Mr. Itexford is quoted in the Brooklyn 
EaBlc as stating that the board of edu- 
cation will probably appropriate 530,- 
000 additional to carry on the work. 
Tho remaining ?25,000 set aside by the 
State Food commission will be used In 
recruiting stations in other parts ot 
tho state. 


The- work of placing these boys in 


the counties of Otsego and Delaware 
has been given to Franklin D. Robin- 
son of Brooklyn, who brought about 
25 boys to this section last year. Mr. 
Robinson will vialt Oneonta and Delhi 
from March 23 to 31 and will keep in 
touch with Form Bureau Manager 
Barlow at Cooperstov.'n and Director 
DuUois oi the^Agr'cultural school at 
Delhi. Any Star readers -who wish to 
secure one of: these boys or desire to 
consult with Mr. Robinson may "Write 
him core of this paper or In care of 
the Agricultural school at Delhi. 


Mr. Robinson .states that numerous 


Inquiries have come from farmers who 
had Hlgrh school boys from Brooklyn 
last year, relative to the plans for the 
present summer and he is comldent 
that those who made an earnest effort 
to make the boys helpful and able to 
assist in farm work were well satis- 
fied with the results. It Is gratifying 
also to stato that many of the boys 
who were in this section last year have 
interviewed Mr. Robinson and 
are 


anxious to return this summer. 


The rules of the beard of education 


in New York require that there must 
be a demand for the services of a boy 
before he can be taken from school. 
It is planned to give each boy a week 
or ten days' training- at a camp or Ag-

The 
director will have charge of the boys 
from the time they leave school until 
they return anil ho .Jiould know the 
farmer, the parent au-.i .be boy. In- 
experienced boys .shall receive a min- 
imum wnse of $;i.73 a week for the 
lirsi four weekF, $5 a week for the sec- 
ond four weeks nd $ti.2r> a week for 
the third four weeks, together with 
boar.l and laundry. Roys having had 
ono summer's succcKsful 
experience, 


special bargains will b? made and must 
receive tho approval of tho director. 
Hoys aro to receive one-hc.tf day off 
each month and ono full day during 
the summer for a general picnic. 


Directors are responsible to the par- 


ents and school authorities for the 
c-aro of the boys and to farmers for 
conduct and service rendered. 
He 


will have absolute power to change or 
remove boys. 
X"o boy will bo placed 


unless proper living conditions, actual 
service and certification can bo as- 
sured.
